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Monkey  Business 

A family  of  small  South  American  monkeys,  known  as 
marmosets,  is  helping  scientists  at  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s 
Hospital  make  significant  progress  in  understanding  and 
controlling  hepatitis.  The  origin  of  the  disease,  a virus 
infection  of  the  liver,  has  long  puzzled  doctors  who  treat 
thousands  of  cases  each  year. 

Part  of  the  mystery  stems  from  the  fact  that  doctors 
have  been  unable  to  reproduce  the  human  disease  with 
regularity  in  any  species  of  animal  other  than  man.  Re- 
cently in  the  laboratories  of  the  departments  of  micro- 
biology and  medicine,  a disease  cldsely  resembling  hepa- 
titis has  been  produced  in  a colony  of  marmosets  by  in- 
jecting them  with  serums  from  patients  with  the  disease. 

Hepatitis  is  not  often  a fatal  disease,  but  it  is  of 
great  concern  because  of  the  length  of  the  recovery  period 
and  because  of  the  possible  future  significance  of  the 
disease. 

Recuperation  may  take  as  long  as  12  weeks  with  the 
patient  confined  to  bed,  held  to  a strict  diet,  and  given 
vitamin  supplements.  In  approximately  five  percent  of 
all  cases,  infection  persists  resulting  in  a more  serious 
disease,  cirrhosis  of  the  liver. 

Last  year  45,000  cases  of  hepatitis  were  reported  in 
the  United  States.  Doctors  feel  this  is  an  extremely  con- 
servative number  and  from  60  to  80  percent  of  all  cases 
go  unrecognized  and  unreported. 

Most  cases  are  not  reported  because  they  are  often

mild  attacks  in  which  the  patient  complains  only  of 
nausea,  loss  of  appetite  and  weakness.  In  a few  cases, 
jaundice  occurs.  Only  at  this  time  does  the  patient  con- 
sult his  doctor. 

Dr.  A.  William  Holmes,  assistant  attending  physician, 
has  been  conducting  hepatitis  research  at  Presbyterian-St. 
Luke’s  Hospital  for  more  than  four  years.  His  work  is 
supported  jointly  by  the  hospital’s  Liver  Research  Funds 
and  a grant  from  the  United  States  Army  Research  and 
Development  Command. 


Hepatitis  Mystery 

It  has  been  proven  that  hepatitis  is  caused  by  a virus. 
The  problem  is  now  to  determine  which  virus  or  viruses 
produce  the  disease. 

At  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Hospital,  research  efforts 
fall  into  two  categories: 

1. )  An  attempt  to  ideniiry  and  ..ompare  the  viruses 
most  often  associated  with  the  disease,  and 

2. )  The  attempt  to  produce  hepatitis  in  a laboratory 
animal. 

In  1961,  investigators  began  efforts  to  identify  dif- 
ferent strains  of  virus  which  had  been  obtained  from 
hepatitis  patients  living  throughout  the  United  States 
and  in  various  foreign  countries.  To  date  14  such  viruses 
have  been  isolated  and  1 1 of  these  strains  have  been 
identified. 

"The  relationship  of  these  viruses  to  hepatitis  is  not 
yet  clear,  ” says  Dr.  Holmes.  "The  key  to  the  entire  study 
lies  in  the  identification  of  the  remaining  strains." 

Recent  studies  have  showm  a significant  relationship 
berw'een  occurrences  of  hepatitis  in  humans  and  their  ex- 
posure to  members  of  the  monkey  family.  It  is  felt  that 
some  cases  of  the  disease  are  transmitted  by  these  animals. 
A major  scientific  problem  occurs  when  scientists  attempt 
to  transmit  the  disease  from  man  to  a subhuman  animal. 

The  solution  of  this  problem  is  important  because  it 
may  aid  in  positively  identifying  the  agent  or  agents

Study  Probes  Use  of  Drugs  to  Prevent  Coronary  Attack 


A study  to  test  the  effective- 
ness of  several  drugs  in  the  long- 
term treatment  of  coronary  heart 
disease  is  being  conducted  at 
Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Hospital. 

The  hospital  is  one  of  five  in- 
stitutions throughout  the  United 
States  currently  involved  in  a five 
year  research  program  under  the 
auspices  of  the  National  Advis- 
ory Heart  Council  of  the  Na- 
tional Institutes  of  Health.  Fu- 
ture plans  call  for  the  study  to  be 
extended  to  50  groups  and  as 
many  as  7,500  volunteers. 

The  program  involves  men  be- 
tween the  ages  of  30  and  64  who 
have  had  at  least  one  previous 
heart  attack.  At  Presbyterian-St. 
Luke’s,  the  program  hopes  to  en- 
list 60  volunteers  during  its  first 
year.  All  will  be  patients  of  doc- 
tors on  the  staff  of  the  hospital 
or  health  center  patients.  Par- 
ticipation in  the  study  will  not 
interfere  with  any  care  patients 
currently  receive  from  their 
physician.  The  program  is  de- 
signed to  coincide  with  that  care. 
Approval  of  a personal  physician 
is  required  for  participation. 


Ninety-five  percent  of  all  heart 
attacks  are  brought  on  by  a con- 
dition called  atherosclerosis,  or 
hardening  of  the  arteries.  Over 
the  years  fatty  substances,  or 
lipids,  may  build  up  on  the  in- 
ner walls  of  the  coronary  arteries. 
Slowly,  the  channels  which  carry 
blood  to  the  heart  narrow.  When 
the  channels  become  too  narrow, 
or  the  blood  clots,  not  enough 
blood  enters  the  heart.  The  sec- 
tion of  the  heart  fed  by  the 
blocked  artery  cannot  live.  The 
result  is  commonly  known  as  a 
heart  attack.  If  a large  enough 
portion  of  the  heart  is  affected, 
the  attack  may  be  fatal. 

In  the  past  a number  of  drugs 
have  appeared  to  be  useful  in 
controlling  the  build-up  of  lipids 
in  the  blood.  The  current  smdy 
will  attempt  to  determine  which 
of  these  drugs  is  the  most  effec- 
tive. 

Participants  will  receive  medi- 
cation during  the  entire  five-year 
period  of  the  test.  They  will  also 
receive  periodic  examinations  in 
the  hospital’s  Health  Center  to 
assess  the  effect  of  the  drugs  on 


the  course  of  their  disease.  Re- 
sults of  all  tests  will  be  for- 
warded to  the  volunteer’s  per- 
sonal physician. 

Co-investigators  in  charge  of 
the  smdy  at  Presbyterian-St. 
Luke’s  are  Dr.  John  S.  Graettin- 
ger,  director  of  the  cardio-respi- 
ratory  section  at  the  hospital, 
and  Dr.  Joyce  C.  Lashof,  direc- 
tor of  the  section  of  preventive 
medicine.  Chief  investigator  for 
the  Chicago  area  is  Dr.  Jeremiah 
Stamler,  director  of  the  division 
of  adult  health  and  aging  of  the 
Chicago  Board  of  Health  and 
member  of  the  national  policy 
committee  for  the  coronary  drug 
project.  The  project  physician  is 
Dr.  Allen  F.  Bowyer,  adjunct 
physician  with  the  Presbyterian- 
St.  Luke’s  Hospital  Department 
of  Medicine. 

Other  hospitals  currently  in- 
volved in  the  program  include 
the  Mayo  Clinic,  Rochester,  Min- 
nesota, the  Public  Health  Serv- 
ice Hospital  at  Staten  Island, 
New  York,  and  the  County  and 
Cedars  of  Lebanon  Hospitals  in 
Los  Angeles,  California.

Social  Security  Pays  More  in  1966 


Swee|iing  changes  in  the  So- 
cial Security  laws  began  jirovid- 
ing  broader  retirement  betieftts 
oti  Jatutary  I.  At  that  titne,  ati 
overall  .seveti  percetit  iticrea.se  iti 
betieftt  isaytnetits  to  retired  per- 
■sotis  wetit  itito  effect  retroactive 
to  Jatutary  1905. 

What  this  tneans  iti  dollars  and 
cetits  cati  be  seeti  usitig  the  two 
extremes  of  the  social  security 
payment  scale  as  an  example. 
Pensotis  who  have  beeti  receivitig 
the  mitiitnum  paymetu  of  $40  a 
tnotith  will  now  receive  an  iti- 
crease  of  four  dollars  each  motith. 
In  the  past,  the  highest  monthly 
.social  security  payment  was  $127. 
Future  payments  will  be  $1  35.90. 

Payments  received  by  any  in- 
dividual are  determined  by  a 
number  of  variables,  the  most 
important  of  which  is  his  aver- 
age monthly  wage. 

In  addition  to  increased  re- 
tirement benefits,  a number  of 
other  improvements  in  coverage 
went  into  effect.  Some  of  the 
changes  include: 

• Persons  over  65  may  now 
earn  up  to  $1,500  a year  and  still 
receive  all  social  security  benefits. 

• Widows  can  now  receive 
benefits  as  early  as  age  60  at  a 
reduced  rate. 

• The  unmarried  child  of  a de- 
ceased worker  covered  by  social 
security  can  now  continue  to  re- 
ceive benefits  until  he  reaches 
age  22. 

For  a complete  list  of  im- 
proved benefits,  it  is  suggested 
that  you  contact  your  local  so- 
cial security  office. 

Along  with  the  above  improve- 
ments, higher  social  security  tax- 
es went  into  effect.  The  increased 
social  security  payroll  deductions 
not  only  cover  the  new  benefits, 
but  also  include  the  new  Medi- 
care hospital  insurance  program 
of  the  government.  (See  adja- 
cent story.) 

The  new  tax  rates  will  apply  to 
4.2  percent  of  the  first  $6,600 
earned.  In  1965,  social  security 
tax  deductions  applied  to  only 
3.625  percent  of  the  first  $4,800. 
Under  the  new  terms,  maximum 
deductions  in  1966  will  amount 
to  $227.20  as  opposed  to  the 
$174  maximum  in  1965. 

Social  security  deductions  ap- 
pearing on  paychecks  after  Jan- 
uary 1 will  include  two  separate 
payments.  The  largest  portion 
(3.85  percent)  covers  the  estab- 
lished social  security  program  of 
retirement,  disability  and  sur- 
vivor insurance.  The  remainder 
(.35  percent)  covers  the  gov- 
ernment’s new  Medicare  pro- 
gram of  hospital  insurance.  These 
payments  will  increase  in  com- 
ing years. 

How  these  new  rates  will  af- 
fect the  "take-home”  pay  of  typ- 


ical employees  tan  be  seen  in  the 
following  examines: 

In  1965  an  individual  earning 
$77  a week,  or  $4,000  a year, 
would  pay  alsour  $2.80  a week 
in  .social  security  taxes.  Utidcr 
the  tiew  laws,  the  same  person 
will  pay  $2.97  each  week  for  so- 
cial security  and  27  cents  a week 
for  Medicare,  or  a total  of  $3.24. 

In  the  case  of  an  individual 


cartiitig  about  $6,600  a year  ' 
$127  a week,  in  1965  he  p; 
$4.60  each  week  until  his  earn 
ings  reached  $4,800  and  $1/4 
had  been  paid.  In  1966  new  vj- 
cial  security  deductions  will  be 
$4.89  and  Medicare  contribu 
tions  will  be  44  cents  or  a tcKal 
of  $5.33  for  each  week  of  the 
year.  This  is  the  highest  amount 
that  will  be  paid  by  anyone. 


Employees  Inquire  About  Medicare 
And  Its  $3  Voluntary  Plan 


The  complexity  of  the  recently 
enacted  Medicare  legislation  is 
reflected  by  the  number  of  ques- 
tions received  by  the  personnel 
department  in  recent  months. 

Medicare  provides  hospital 
and  related  care  to  everyone  65 
or  older  through  tax  payments 
made  under  the  Social  Security 
system  by  employees  and 
matched  by  employers.  The  pro- 
gram also  offers  a supplementary, 
voluntary  plan  which  covers  doc- 
tor bills  and  other  medical  and 
health  services.  Participation  in 
the  supplementary  program  costs 
an  extra  three  dollars  per  month 
paid  by  the  individual  65  or  older 
and  matched  by  the  government. 

Basic  Medicare  provisions  will 
cover  all  hospital  costs  ( up  to  90 
days)  except  for  the  first  $40  of 
these  costs  and  a charge  of  ten 
dollars  a day  for  each  day  of  hos- 
pitalization over  60  days.  It  also 
includes  post-hospital  care,  in  a 
nursing  home  or  the  like,  for  up 
to  100  days  after  at  least  three 
consecutive  days  spent  in  the  hos- 
pital. The  basic  plan  also  covers 
outpatient  hospital  diagnostic 
services  except  for  the  first  $20 
of  each  diagnostic  study  and  20 
percent  of  all  costs  over  $20. 

Most  of  the  questions  which 
have  come  to  the  personnel  de- 
partment involve  the  supple- 
mentary program.  The  most  fre- 
quently asked  questions  have 
been:  Should  I enroll  in  the 
voluntary  portion  of  the  plan? 

The  personnel  department  has 


been  advising  employees  65  or 
older  to  enroll  in  the  plan  as  the 
most  economical  way  of  provid- 
ing such  coverage.  The  plan 
covers  doctor’s  services,  addi- 
tional home  health  visits  and 
many  other  medical  services.  Un- 
der the  plan,  the  individual  pays 
the  first  $50  in  expenses  each 
year  plus  20  per  cent  of  the  re- 
mainder, in  addition  to  the  three 
dollar  monthly  premium. 

Besides  doctor  bills,  what 
additional  services  does  the 
voluntary  plan  cover? 

The  plan  covers  the  cost  of 
diagnostic  x-rays  and  laboratory 
tests;  x-ray,  radium  and  iso- 
tope therapy;  surgical  dressings, 
splints  and  casts;  ambulance  serv- 
ices; and  braces  and  artificial 
limbs.  It  also  covers  home  health 
services  for  up  to  100  visits  per 
year  without  the  requirement  of 
prior  hospitalization. 

How  do  I apply  for  the  sup- 
plementary program? 

The  deadline  for  application  is 
March  31,  1966.  Persons  65  or 
older  must  enroll  at  their  local 
social  security  office.  The  next  en- 
rollment period  w'ill  not  be  until 
October  1,  1966. 

When  does  Medicare  go  in- 
to effect? 

Most  of  the  provisions  under 
Medicare  become  effective  July 
1,  1966.  However,  the  portion  of 
the  program  which  provides 
post-hospital  care  in  a nursing 
home  will  not  go  into  effect  until 
January  1,  1967.

Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Hospi- 
tal blood  bank  reports  that  21 
members  of  the  hospital  family 
enrolled  in  the  Cooperative 
Blood  Replacement  Plan  during 
the  holiday  season. 

The  blood  bank  was  offering 
attractive  holiday  gift  cards  to 
individuals  who  wished  to  enroll 
relatives  and  friends  in  the  pro- 
gram. The  plan  offers  unlimited 
blood  replacement  anywhere  in 
the  United  States  for  as  many  as 
four  years  for  just  one  blood 
donation. 

The  length  of  time  in  which 
blood  replacements  will  be 
granted  is  determined  by  the 
number  of  people  protected. 

One  blood  donation  assures  all 
replacement  needs  for  an  indi- 
vidual for  four  years;  a husband 
and  wife,  or  two  individuals,  for 
two  years;  or  an  entire  family 
( including  all  children  under  19 


years  of  age)  for  one  year.

Player's  Dying  Foot  Brought  To  Life 


Oxygen  Therapy  Succeeds 

Doctors  at  Frcsbytcrian-St.  Luke’s  Hospital  have  liter- 
ally restoretl  life  to  the  ilying  foot  of  a 20  year  old  base- 
hall  player  from  lilmluirst  through  a series  of  operations 
augmented  by  nine  treatments  in  the  hospital’s  hyper- 
baric chamber. 

A case  involving  more  than  eight  months  of  hospital 
care,  Joe  Rigitono’s  story  began  on  a warm  'rinirsday 
evening  last  May.  His  baseball  team  was  playing  at  Ogdale 
Park  on  Chicago’s  west  side.  Joe  was  on  second  base 
waiting  for  his  chance  to  score.  The  chance  came  and 
Joe  started  for  third.  It  looked  as  if  he  wasn’t  going  to 
make  it.  Joe  decided  to  slide  for  the  base.  He  was  safe  . . . 
but  as  he  tried  to  get  up  he  found  his  could  not  stand  on 
his  left  leg. 

Joe  was  carried  to  a car  and  brought  to  the  emergency 
room  of  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Hospital.  An  examination 
and  x-rays  revealed  no  evidence  of  dislocation  or  fracture. 
Joe  was  sent  home  and  told  to  treat  his  leg  as  he  woidd 
a severe  sprain:  to  soak  it  in  warm  water  and  not  put  any 
weight  on  it. 

On  Saturday  evening,  the  pain  in  Joe’s  leg  suddenly 
increased.  His  foot  was  turning  blue.  Sunday  the  leg  be- 
gan to  swell  below  the  knee  and  feel  cold.  On  Monday 
morning,  Joe  called  the  emergency  room  and  explained 
his  condition.  He  was  told  to  come  to  the  hospital  im- 
mediately. 

In  less  than  an  hour,  Joe  was  in  the  operating  room. 
Surgeons  William  D.  Shorey  and  E.  Wilson  Staub  found 
that  since  the  previous  examination  his  popliteal  artety 
had  ruptured.  This  is  a major  artery  located  behind  the 
knee.  Circulation  to  the  lower  leg  and  foot  had  been  com- 
pletely ait  off  and  the  limb  was  dying.  In  the  hope  of 
regaining  adequate  circulation,  the  artery  was  pieced 
back  together  and  the  dead  tissue  of  the  leg  was  cut  aw'ay 
to  prevent  the  onset  of  gangrene. 

Joe  was  then  taken  to  a room  in  the  hospital’s  inten- 
sive care  section.  A close  watch  was  maintained  to  as- 
certain whether  normal  circulation  was  carrying  an  ade- 
quate supply  of  oxygen  to  the  limb. 


PHYSICAL  THERAPY  sessions  three  times  a week  will  strengthen 
Joe  Rigitono's  leg  now  that  he  is  certain  of  keeping  it.  The 
sessions  are  supervised  by  Inge  Crowley,  R.P.T. 

At  the  end  of  his  first  day  in  the  hospital,  it  was  evident 
that  Joe  was  in  grave  danger  of  losing  his  leg.  It  was 
suggested  that  his  best  hope  for  saving  the  leg  was 
through  a rarely  used  type  of  therapy  called  hyperbaric 
oxygenation. 

Hyperbaric  oxygenation  requires  the  use  of  a special 
chamber  in  which  the  atmospheric  pressure  can  be  in- 
creased as  much  as  seven  times  the  normal  level.  While 
resting  inside  this  chamber,  the  patient  breathes  pure 
oxygen.  The  oxygen  saturates  the  body  fluids  which  are 
carried  throughout  the  body  and  to  the  section  where  the 
circulation  has  been  impaired. 

In  April  1964,  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  installed  one  of 
50  hyperbaric  chambers  in  the  United  States.  Measuring 
ten  feet  in  diameter  and  28  feet  long,  the  chamber  is  out- 
fitted with  a complete  operating  room.  There  are  only 
about  15  chambers  of  similar  size  in  the  world.  The  hos- 
pital’s chamber  has  been  used  almost  exclusively  for  re- 
search in  the  past.

2 a m.,  decompression  began.  The  pres%„rc  v,  Ifjwered 
slowly.  Rapid  decompression  wrjuld  cause  the  bend 
which  are  similar  to  the  cramps  of  the  abdrimen  ind 
limbs  which  deep  sea  divers  experience  on  rising  ro', 
rapidly  to  the  surface.  At  3:15  a.m.,  Jfx:  was  returned  t«. 
his  room. 

The  hyperbaric  treatment  was  repeated  three  ti'-.cs  in 
the  next  24  hours  and  eight  times  in  the  next  three  days 
When  the  treatments  were  discontinued  adequate  cir- 
culation had  returned  to  the  leg  and  ftxjt. 

Joe  remained  hospitalized  until  September.  During  the 
intervening  months,  two  more  operations  were  performed 
to  remove  dead  tissue  from  his  leg. 

Currently  Joe  is  returning  to  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s 
Hospital  three  times  each  week  for  exercise  and  whirljxx>l 
baths.  In  the  future,  he  will  undergo  at  least  one  addi- 
tional operation  w'hich  will  give  stability  to  his  ankle 
which  was  weakened  by  the  removal  of  the  dead  muscles. 

Joe  is  making  plans  for  the  future.  He  has  been  told 
by  his  doctor  that  he  will  never  have  normal  strength  in 
his  leg  again.  However,  he  will  be  able  to  w'alk  without 
the  use  of  crutches  or  a cane. 

Recognizing  that  future  success  in  his  life  will  not  be 
achieved  through  physical  perfection,  Joe,  a high  school 
dropout,  is  planning  to  catch  up  on  his  studies  and  try 
to  get  his  diploma. 

When  Joe  w-as  asked  whether  he  thought  his  long  hos- 
pitalization w'as  worth  it,  he  replied,  "This  leg  is  mine 
and  it  works.  It  sure  is  better  than  wockI.”

which  cause  the  disease  and  lead  to  a better  understand- 
ing of  the  disease. 

At  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Hospital,  research  in  trans- 
mission of  the  disease  has  been  underway  for  two  years 
w’ithin  a colony  of  200  marmosets. 

The  marmoset,  a small  and  readily  available  primate, 
has  been  used  because  of  the  apparent  relationship  be- 
tween primates  and  the  occurrence  of  the  disease.  Previ- 
ous experience  has  also  shown  that  the  marmoset  has  a 
liver  which  looks  and  behaves  very  much  like  a human 
liver. 

Last  November,  a significant  breakthrough  was  re- 
ported to  the  American  Association  for  the  Study  of 
Liver  Diseases  when  Dr.  Holmes  delivered  a paper  based 
upon  his  studies  at  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Hospital 

Entitled  "Results  of  Inoculation  of  Serum  from  Pa- 
tients with  Hepatitis  into  Subhuman  Primates,"  the  paper 
reported  that  in  four  out  of  six  trials  marmosets  inocu- 
lated with  such  serums  contracted  a disease  very  closely 
resembling  hepatitis  as  it  is  known  in  humans. 

"These  results  are  encouraging,  but  more  work  is 
needed,”  says  Dr.  Holmes.  "We  must  extend  our  observa- 
tions and  these  studies  must  be  confirmed  by  other  in- 
vestigators before  we  can 
say  with  assurance  that  we 
have  transmitted  human 
viral  hepatitis  to  the  mar- 
mosets.” 

With  a better  under- 
standing of  the  causes  of 
hepatitis,  it  is  hoped  that 
the  future  will  bring  about 
a more  eflicient  means  of 
treatment  and  finally  elim- 
ination of  the  disease.

lal  School  of  Nursing  instituted  a three 
year  j^rogram  on  an  experimental  basis 
in  1957.  Since  that  time,  700  nurses 
have  been  graduated  in  six  classes.  The 
school’s  current  enrollment  is  380. 

When  the  three  year  program  was 
instituted  it  was  the  belief  of  the  faculty 
that  nurses  could  be  prepared  to  prac- 
tice nursing  in  a well-planned  two  year 
program.  In  evaluating  the  perform- 
ance of  students  during  the  internship 
year,  this  belief  was  substantiated,  how- 
ever, could  not  be  carried  out  because 
of  the  state  law  requiring  diploma  pro- 
grams to  be  three  years  in  length. 

The  first  class  to  be  admitted  under 
the  two  year  program  entered  school 
in  September  1965  and  will  be  gradu- 
ated in  September,  1967.

Dr.  James  A.  Campbell,  president  of 
Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Hospital,  has 
been  named  to  direct  a study  of  the 
medical  and  health  education  needs  in 
the  State  of  Illinois.

“It  is  this  feeling  that  makes  me 
anxious  to  help.  I never  thought  I’d 
feel  this  way  . . . It’s  something  I just 
have  to  do.” 

Mr.  Baker  is  one  of  a few  laryn- 
gectomees in  the  United  States  who  has 
been  invited  to  work  with  a speech  path- 
ologist as  part  of  a teaching  team.  In 
addition  to  his  work  with  patients,  he 
frequently  appears  before  nursing  and 
medical  students  to  discuss  the  prob- 
lems in  caring  for  patients  without 
vocal  cords.

Paychecks  Reflect  Withholding  Changes 


A new  system  of  withholding  Fed- 
eral income  ta.x  from  wages  went  into 
effect  May  1.  The  rates  at  which  tax  is 
withheld  have  been  revised  to  more 
closely  match  the  tax  actually  owed 
at  the  end  of  the  year. 

In  most  cases  this  means  that  more 
money  will  be  withheld  from  biweekly 
paychecks.  This  however  is  not  a tax 
increase  because  the  total  yearly  tax 
owed  is  not  effected. 

An  easy  guide  to  whether  your  ])ay- 
check  will  he  smaller  or  not  might  be: 
if  you  usually  owe  monev  at  income 
tax  time,  your  check  will  be  smaller; 
if  you  get  money  back,  your  check  will 
remain  the  same  or  ])ossibly,  he  a lit- 
tle bit  larger. 

The  following  schedules  indicate 
how  individual  salaries  will  be  af- 
fected. Weekly  salaries  have  been 
used  as  examj)les  because  accurate 
computation  on  a biweekly  basis  is  a 
comj)licated  process  involving  ])er- 
centages  and  not  easily  shown  in  table 
form.  An  ap|)roximation  of  how  your 
paycheck  will  l»e  affected  can  be  made 
by  multi])lying  all  figures  by  two.

New  Section  Formed 
To  Study  Liver 

A Section  of  Hepatology  formed 
to  study  the  liver  and  its  dis- 
eases has  been  created  within  the 
Presbyterian -St.  Luke’s  Hospital 
Department  of  Medicine.  Dr.  A. 
William  Holmes  has  been  ap- 
pointed director  of  the  new  sec- 
tion. 

The  section  will  continue  the 
work  of  the  hospital’s  Liver  Re- 
search Laboratory  which  was  cre- 
ated at  St.  Luke’s  Hospital  in 
1947.  Dr.  Richard  B.  Capps, 
founder  of  the  laboratory,  will 
continue  as  its  director  and  con- 
sultant to  the  section  of  hepa- 
tology. 

The  new  section  will  partici- 
pate fully  in  the  hospital’s  pro- 
grams of  research,  education  and 
patient  care.  Research  will  be 
conducted  in  various  phases  of 
liver  disease  with  special  em- 
phasis on  viral  hepatitis. 

An  assistant  attending  physi- 
cian and  assistant  attending  mi- 
crobiologist, Dr.  Holmes  has  been 
active  in  hepatitis  research  since 
he  joined  the  staff  of  Presbyter- 
ian-St.  Luke’s  Hospital  in  1963- 
Last  November,  he  reported  sig- 
nificant progress  in  producing  the 
disease  in  laboratory  animals  for 
the  first  time.

Coagulation  Lab 
Gets  NIH  Grant 

Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Hospi- 
tal was  recently  awarded  three  re- 
search grants  totaling  $212,290 
by  the  National  Institutes  of 
Health.  The  research  projects  will 
be  carried  out  over  a three  year 
period  by  the  Coagulation  Re- 
search Laboratory  of  the  hospi- 
tal’s Division  of  Surgery. 

The  grants  were  awarded  to 
study  the  hydrolytic  properties  of 
thrombin,  the  relation  of  pla- 
telet adhesiveness,  and  the  meta- 
bolic effects  of  EDTA  therapy  on 
atherosclerosis. 

The  investigators  are  Edmond 
R.  Cole,  Ph.D.,  assistant  attend- 
ing biochemist  (surgery),  Jo- 
hannes L.  Koppel,  Ph.D.,  associ- 
ate attending  biochemist  (sur- 
gery ) and  John  H.  Olwin,  M.D., 
attending  cardiovascular  surgeon. 

The  laboratory  has  been  con- 
ducting research  for  some  time 
on  the  various  aspects  of  abnor- 
mal excessive  intravascular  clot- 
ting and  the  development  of  more 
effective  types  of  anticoagulant 
therapy.

The  AID  nursing  team  was  sent 
to  Vietnam  to  care  for  civilians 
and  train  Vietnamese  nurses. 
Jack  is  working  in  a 350  bed 
hospital  where  the  usual  census  is 
400  to  500  patients.  He  says  that 
80  per  cent  of  the  patients  are 
war  casualties. 

The  surgical  ward  in  which 
Jack  cares  for  an  average  of  50 
patients  only  has  25  beds.  It  has 
one  sink  which  "occasionally  has 
water,  one  electric  outlet  which 
seldom  works  and  no  toilet  fa- 
cilities.” 

During  his  first  two  weeks  in 
Vietnam,  Jack  has  put  on  all 
casts  and  debrided  and  sutured  all

bytcrian-Sr.  Luke’s  Hospital  by 
the  Office  of  Lconomic  Oppor- 
tunity will  establish  a community 
health  center  in  an  area  located 
north  of  the  hospital. 

The  center  will  serve  a popu- 
lation of  .^0,000  living  in  the 
mile  square  area  bounded  by 
Ashland,  'Western,  Kinzie  ave- 
nues and  Van  Buren  street.  The 
population  is  90  per  cent  Negro 
and  5 per  cent  Puerto  Rican. 

Under  the  direction  of  Dr. 
Joyce  C.  Lashof,  the  center  will 
provide  a means  for  evaluating 
novel  and  experimental  ap- 
proaches for  increasing  the  ef- 
fectiveness of  local  anti-poverty 
health  programs. 

Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Hospi- 
tal received  the  largest  of  the 
first  two  grants  made  in  Chicago 
because  of  its  history  of  service 
to  the  needy.  The  Central  Free 
Dispensary,  a predecessor  of  the 
Health  Center,  was  the  first  clinic 
for  indigent  patients  in  the  Mid- 
west. It  was  founded  in  1837. 
The  St.  Luke’s  clinic  opened  in 


in  the  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s 
Health  Center.  It  is  expected  that 
a portion  of  the  patients  cur- 
rently being  seen  in  the  Health 
Center  will  be  cared  for  in  the 
community.  By  providing  com- 
prehensive care  within  the  com- 
munity, it  is  hoped  that  the  need 
for  hospitalization  and  the  dura- 


tion of  the  hospital  stay  will  be 
decreased. 

The  neighborhood  health  pro- 
gram is  the  outgrowth  of  a study 
conducted  by  Dr.  Mark  H.  Lep- 
per,  executive  vice  president  for 
professional  and  academic  affairs, 
and  Dr.  Lashof  for  the  Chicago 
Board  of  Health. 


New  Section  to  Study 
Infectious  Diseases 

The  Department  of  Medicine 
has  announced  the  formation  of 
a Section  of  Infectious  Diseases 
which  will  provide  consultation 
and  treatment  for  patients  of  the 
hospital  and  the  health  center. 

The  section  will  also  be  respon- 
sible for  the  continued  surv'eil- 
lance  of  infections  in  all  areas  of 
the  hospital  and  the  establish- 
ment of  appropriate  preventive 
measures. 

The  new  section  will  also  par- 
ticipate in  the  research  and  edu- 
cational programs  of  the  hos- 
pital.

Educational  Funds  on  TAP  for  Employees 


Funds  are  on  TAP  for  hospi- 
tal employees  currently  complet- 
ing their  education  in  colleges, 
secondary  and  commercial 
schools. 

Under  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s 
Hospital’s  Tuition  Aid  Plan 
(TAP),  students  can  receive  a 
50  per  cent  refund  on  courses 
taken  while  employed  by  the  hos- 
pital. The  plan  covers  a maxi- 
mum of  two  courses  per  semester. 

Richard  Lycette,  a research  as- 
sociate in  coagulation  research,  is 
about  to  enter  his  fourth  semes- 
ter under  the  TAP  plan.  The 
father  of  five  children,  he  is 
working  toward  obtaining  his 
Ph.D.  in  cellular  physiology  from 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology. 


He  is  taking  about  10  hours 
of  credit  each  semester  including 
lectures,  research  and  thesis 
work.  This  is  an  unusually  heavy 
schedule  but  he  hopes  to  com- 
plete his  work  by  June,  1967. 

TAP  aid  provides  a maximum 
of  $50  refund  per  semester,  or 
$100  per  year.  It  is  awarded  to 
the  student  upon  successful  com- 
pletion of  the  course.  Aid  does 
not  apply  to  books,  supplies,  or 
fees  other  than  mition. 

Application  for  TAP  aid  must 
be  made  with  the  personnel  de- 
partment prior  to  registration. 
All  courses  must  be  taken  during 
off-duty  hours. 

Currently  40  employees  are  at-

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Patient  Ends  Stay  with  Strawberries  and  Cream

A petition  of  mercy  was  what 
they  called  it,  but  an  urgent  re- 
quest to  break  a strict  1,200  cal- 
orie per  day  dier  was  what  it 
actually  was. 

Adolf  Anderson  and  Russell 
Hahn  had  been  patients  for  three 
weeks  on  the  East  Pavilion’s  11th 
floor.  They  thought  the  care  was 
excellent,  but  the  diet  failed  to 
give  "the  great  pleasure  (we) 
derive  from  gastronomic  and 
epicurean  propensities  of  long 
standing.” 

In  an  effort  to  make  their 
wishes  heard,  patients  Anderson 
and  Hahn  drafted  a "petition  of 
mercy”  and  submitted  it  to  nurse 
coordinator  Jo  Ann  Young, 
R.N.  Written  as  a legal  docu- 
ment (Mr.  Hahn  was  a lawyer), 
the  petition  stated  in  part: 
"Whereas  the  plantiffs  have 
nothing  but  the  highest  praise 
and  respect  for  the  most  courte- 
ous and  competant  medical  and 
nursing  care  which  the  plantiffs 
received  from  the  entire  staff  of 
the  11th  floor  (you  all  have  been 
wonderful);  and 

"Whereas,  the  volunteer  ladies 
have  changed  the  paintings  in 
room  1107  several  times  . . . and 
have  brought  books  and  maga- 
zines to  shorten  the  long  hours; 

"Whereas  the  plantiffs  have  re- 
peatedly complained  and  often 
pleaded  to  all  members  of  the 
nursing  and  medical  staffs  for  a 
far  greater  quantity  of  food,  par- 
ticularly strawberry  pancakes 
covered  with  generous  amounts 
of  whipped  cream  accompanied 
with  a gallon  of  ice  cold  milk; 

"Whereas,  the  plantiffs  have 
been  placed  on  a punitive  1,200 
calorie  per  day  diet  which  is  in- 
human punishment  considering 
we  are  both  model  patients; 

"Now,  therefore,  in  the  name 
of  mercy  and  pity  on  the  two 
plantiffs  suffering  from  an  in- 
satiable desire  to  eat  more  'good- 
ies’, you  are  requested  to  permit 
strawberry  pancakes  covered  gen- 
erously with  whipped  cream  to 
be  served  to  the  plantiffs.” 
Before  proper  action  could  be 
taken  on  the  petition,  Mr.  Hahn 
was  discharged  from  the  hospi- 
tal. However,  on  Mr.  Anderson’s 
behalf  nurse  coordinator  Young 


considered  the  petition,  discussed 
it  with  the  nursing  staff,  dietitian 
Nancy  Fiedler,  and  Mr.  Ander- 
son’s doctor.  It  was  decided  that 
Mr.  Anderson  would  be  per- 
mitted his  special  treat  on  the 
day  of  his  discharge. 

As  his  final  morning  of  hos- 
pitalization dawned,  Mr.  Ander- 
son wondered  why  his  breakfast 
tray  with  the  usual  hard  boiled 
egg  and  toast  was  late  in  arriving. 

Meanwhile  in  the  11th  floor 
conference  room,  nurse  Young 
was  busily  preparing  pancakes  on 


a hot  plate  and  beating  heavy 
whipping  cream  into  high  peaks. 

When  breakfast  had  been  pre- 
pared, three  light,  fluffy  pancakes 
topped  with  mounds  of  whipped 
cream  filled  the  center  of  the 
plate.  Large  fresh  strawberries, 
contributed  by  dietitian  Fiedler, 
surrounded  the  scrumptious 
mass. 

As  the  tray  was  then  carried 
into  Mr.  Anderson’s  room,  his 
eyes  lit  up  and  he  exclaimed, 
'Tve  been  waiting  for  this  for 
three  weeks.”

LInmarried  children  of  mem- 
bers will  be  covered  under  the 
family  plan  until  the  age  of  2.5- 
The  previous  limit  of  coverage 
had  been  19-  The  new  coverage  is 
expected  to  be  of  considerable 
help  to  members  with  children 
who  will  be  attending  college. 


A plan  which  will  eliminate 
duplication  of  benefits  when  the 
husband  and  wife  work  for  dif- 
ferent firms  and  are  covered 
through  different  health  insur- 
ance programs  has  been  arranged 
with  Blue  Cross-Blue  Shield. 

Be  reducing  the  number  of 
benefit  duplications,  the  plan  will 
help  hold  the  line  on  unneces- 
sary increases  in  rates  for  Blue 
Cross-Blue  Shield.  Plan  members 
may  still  carry  and  collect  on 
other  individual  pay  insurance 
plans. 

As  benefits  were  increased  in 
the  hospital's  Blue  Cross-Blue 
Shield  Plan,  the  premium  paid  by 
employees  after  one  year  in  the 
plan  decreased.

In  addition  to  supporting  700 
health  and  welfare  agencies  in 
the  greater  Chicago  area,  the 
Crusade  of  Mercy  helps  provide 
many  of  the  services  of  Presby- 
terian-St. Luke's  Hospital.

This  money  was  used  for  free 
care  and  for  Health  Center  pro- 
grams. 

During  last  year's  campaign, 
hospital  employees  pledged  more 
than  S22,000  to  the  drive. 

Approximately  56  per  cent  of 
all  employees  contributed  an 
average  of  S 1 5- 16  a piece.  Thirty- 
four  departments  reported  100 
per  cent  participation  by  their 
members. 

The  1966  campaign  is  under 
the  direction  of  chairman  John 
B.  King,  director  of  personnel 
relations,  and  associate  chairman 
Steve  Seiler,  administrative  as- 
sistant for  the  Health  Center.

She  is  concerned  about 
those  who  are  less  fortunate  than 
she  and  she  is  doing  something 
about  it. 

Recently  Maggie  spearheaded 
a campaign  which  provided  a 
small  Mexican  hospital  for  the 
poor  with  its  first  automatic  wash- 
ing machine. 

Maggie  explains,  "I  usually  go 
home  to  Texas  to  visit  my  parents 
on  my  vacation.

Offer  Job  Skill  Courses 


Two  new  educational  pro- 
grams in  job  training  and  home 
study  have  been  announced  by 
the  training  section  of  the  De- 
partment of  Personnel  Relations. 

A pilot  program  sponsored  by 
the  Office  of  Economic  Oppor- 
tunity through  the  Chicago  Ur- 
ban League  is  designed  to  keep 
housekeeping  personnel  aware 
of  the  latest  methods  of  bacteria 
control  and  to  develop  leader- 
ship qualities  in  qualified  per- 
sonnel. 

Currently,  fifty  members  of 
the  housekeeping  department  are 
participating  in  the  program 
w'hich  consists  of  lectures,  case 
studies  and  seminars. 

"Emphasis  is  being  placed  on 
why  certain  cleaning  practices 
are  necessary  as  well  as  on  how 
to  perform  them  more  effec- 
tively," according  to  Frank  Hol- 


land, training  director. 

The  success  of  this  program 
will  lead  to  similar  programs  in 
other  hospital  departments. 

The  hospital  has  also  recently 
opened  a home  study  center  of- 
fering a wide  variety  of  courses 
through  arrangements  w'ith  the 
International  Correspondence 
School.  Employees  are  currently 
enrolled  in  courses  of  shorthand, 
training  supervision,  and  medical 
secretarial  techniques.

ally food,  assisting  the  aged  or 
handicapped  to  and  from  their 
respective  clinics  and  many, 
many,  more  similar  functions. 

"Through  their  performance  of 
these  activities,  the  volunteers 
help  make  the  patient’s  visit  to 
the  Health  Center  more  enjoy- 
able and  more  appreciated  which 
in  the  long  run  may  contribute 
toward  the  improvement  of  their 
medical  condition.” 

Five  representatives  of  various 
clinics  accompanied  Mr.  Seiler 
to  express  their  gratitude  for  vol- 
unteer help.  They  included  Janet 
Nardi,  information  desk,  Phyllis 
Emhoff,  ob-gyne  clinic,  Esther 
Ranney,  medicine  clinic,  Dorothy 
Knight,  well  baby  clinic,  and 
June  Donaldson,  pediatrics  clinic. 

John  D.  Storaasli  represented 
unit  management  in  the  medical 
area.  He  told  board  members, 
"Assisting  unit  clerks,  passing 
mail,  delivering  flowers  are  some 
of  the  volunteer’s  activities  on 
the  unit,  but  these  are  strictly 
secondary  to  her  primary  func- 


tion of  visiting  with  the  patients, 
who  are  often  lonely,  frightened, 
and  awed  by  the  size,  amount  of 
activity  and  complexity  of  our 
institution.  The  presence  of  the 
volunteer  on  a medical  unit  is 
not  only  nice — it  is  an  indispen- 
sable part  of  good  patient  care 
and  therapy.” 

The  director  of  the  patients' 
library  Athena  Squier  explained, 
"It  is  our  program  to  visit  each 
patient  on  the  regular  medical 
and  surgical  floors  twice  weekly, 
a total  of  about  595  persons. 
Alone,  I can  only  contact  one- 
third  of  them.  The  library  volun- 
teer helps  us  considerably  in  ex- 
tending our  service  to  every 
patient.” 


The  volunteer  stewardess  pro- 
gram was  discussed  by  Rev. 
William  Wagner,  hospital  chap- 
lain. He  said,  "Many  hospital 
staff  people  converge  on  the  new 
patient  during  the  critical  first 
24  hours  of  hospitalization.  All 
are  there  to  care  for  the  patient’s 
medical  needs.  There  is,  however, 
a unique  exception  in  the  visit  of 
the  volunteer  stewardess  ...  a 
non-medical  friend.  She  is  the 
lady  who  allays  some  of  the  first 
anxieties.” 

Board  president  Mrs.  Paul  W. 
Oliver,  who  is  also  a volunteer, 
added  her  support  by  saying, 
"There  is  nothing  more  person- 
ally rewarding  than  the  day  you 
spend  as  a hospital  volunteer.”

Revives  Greased  Pig  Tradition

cardiovascnhtr  surgeon  on  the 
Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  llospitsd 
ftulJ.  It  is  presented  here  as  a 
delightful  reminiscence  of  a holi- 
day season  of  times  gone  by.) 

For  many  years,  friends  and  neiglibors  liad  as- 
sembled for  a New  Year’s  Eve  party.  It  bad  started 
long  ago,  wlien  tlieir  cliildren  were  small  and  con- 
tinued through  generations  of  children  and  grand- 
children. Delicious  Tom  and  Jerry’s  were  followed  by 
sumptions  appetizers,  good  company  and  a late  din- 
ner with  wonderful  wine  from  the  host’s  famous  cellar. 

At  midnight  the  lights  went  out  with  much  kissing 
and  laughter,  and  all  sang,  "Auld  Lang  Syne.”  It  oc- 
curred to  me  that  these  yearly  festivities  could  be 
enhanced  by  introducing  the  old  Middle  European 
custom  of  releasing  a greased  pig  in  the  living  room 
while  the  lights  were  out.  Whoever  caught  the  pig 
could  take  it  home  and  be  lucky  all  year. 

Accordingly,  I took  an  afternoon  off  from  my  sur- 
gical toils  and  drove  around  the  farms  and  inns  in 
the  suburb.s.  Since  it  was  not  customary  to  breed 
suckling  pigs  for  this  season,  I had  no  luck  until  I ran 
into  a wonderful  Bavarian  inn-keeper,  whose  brother 
had  an  eight  day  old  pig.  1 promptly  packed  it  in  a 
basket  and  sneaked  it  into  the  basement  of  our  friends’ 
home. 

With  much  difficulty,  we  scrubbed  and  greased  the 
pig,  put  blue  ribbons  around  its  neck  and  ears  and 
fed  it  properly. 

When  the  lights  went  out  at  midnight,  I stood  on 
a chair  and  made  appropriate  explanations  as  to  the 
nature  of  the  problem.  Amid  much  shrieking  and 
giggling  from  the  womenfolk,  the  pig  was  released. 
A very  handsome  young  matron,  who  since  has  be- 
come a grandmother  several  times  over,  caught  the 


pig.  Among  much  fanfare  and  congratulatory  hand- 
shakes, the  happy  couple  took  porky  home,  depositing 
it  in  their  basement. 

No  butcher,  however,  in  our  small  town  was 
equipped  to  slaughter  the  pig.  The  mother-in-law, 
who  happened  to  be  visiting,  demanded  the  removal 
of  the  pig.  It  had  gotten  into  the  coal-bin  and  wandered 
around  restlessly  among  beautiful  antique  furniture. 

The  desperate  young  matron  called  our  house  and 
since  my  conscientious  b.etter-half  felt  that  we  were 
responsible  for  all  this  mess  and  for  the  disruption  of 
a harmonious  household,  she  offered  to  take  the  pig, 
an  offer  which  was  accepted  gratefully  and  w'ith 
alacrity. 

My  wife,  a strong  advocate  of  law  and  order,  called 
the  police  and  explained  the  situation.  The  police 


sergeant  promptly  appeared  at  our  house  stating  that 
he  lived  on  a farm.  He  said  that  he  would  fatten  up 
the  pig.  Then  he  gratefully  departed. 

On  returning  home  that  night  and  hearing  the 
events  of  the  day,  I had  forebodings  of  forthcoming 
publicity.  My  worst  fears  were  confirmed  on  reading 
the  headlines  of  the  next  morning’s  Chicago  Tribune: 
PORKY  ENTERS  SOCIETY.  It  seems  that  a police 
reporter,  hanging  around  the  police  station  had  over- 
heard the  telephone  call.  He  obtained  the  names  of 
all  of  the  guests  and  lacking  more  important  news 
devoted  the  front  page  to  the  comings,  goings  and 
doings  of  this  idle  bunch. 

It  is  35  years  ago  that  this  happened,  but  no  year 
goes  by  without  somebody  inquiring  about  the 
greased  pig.

The  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s 
Hospital  surgical  technician’s 
school  recently  graduated  eight 
students.  Dr.  Ormand  C.  Julian, 
chairman  of  the  Division  of 
Surgery,  presented  certificates  to 
graduates  of  the  nine  month 
course. 


The  surgical  technicians  course 
consists  of  nine  months  of  class- 
room instruction  combined  with 
practical  experience  in  the  op- 
erating room.  Studies  include 
classes  in  anatomy,  bacteriology, 
sterilization,  operating  room 
techniques  and  basic  surgical 
procedures. 


Recent  Payments  Prove 
Hospitalization  Plan 
Is  Outstanding  Benefit 

A recent  three  month  report 
of  Blue  Cross-Blue  Shield  pay- 
ments made  to  Presbyterian-St. 
Luke’s  employees  shows  the  hos- 
pitalization plan  to  be  a valuable 
employee  benefit. 

A sampling  of  payments  made 
by  Blue  Cross  shows  bills  of 
$1 1,814  for  a 92  day  stay  in  the 
hospital,  $5,229,  $2,753,  $2,593, 
$2,025  and  $1,854  paid  during 
one  report  period. 

These  are,  of  course,  unusually 
large  payments  for  the  plan.  But 
there  are  enough  of  them  to  in- 
dicate that  serious  illness  can 
come  unexpectedly  and  that 
hospitalization  insurance  makes 
good  care  possible. 

After  the  first  12  payments, 
the  hospital  pays  the  entire 
amount  of  single  plan  coverage 
under  Blue  Cross.  The  family 
plan  costs  the  employee  only 
$14.70.  Under  the  family  plan, 
unmarried  children  are  covered 
until  the  age  of  23. 


Mrs.  Kathryn  M.  Gdalman  has 
been  elected  president  of  the 
Alumni  Association  of  the  Pres- 
byterian-St.  Luke’s  Hospital 
School  of  Nursing.

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Inter-Faith  Cooperation 
Answers  HospitaFs 
Spiritual  Needs 


The  chaplaincy  program  at  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s 
Hospital  is  a unique  example  of  cooperation  between 
faiths.  Since  the  physical  merger  of  the  two  hospitals 
in  1959,  chaplains  of  the  Episcopal  and  Presbyterian 
churches  have  been  sharing  duties  and  services  to  pro- 
vide the  hospital  with  complete  spiritual  service. 

''On  call”  24  hours  a day — seven  days  a week,  the 
hospital  chaplains  answer  the  spiritual  needs  not  only 
of  patients  but  of  the  entire  hospital  community.  They 
participate  in  various  hospital  programs,  at  meetings 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Woman’s  Board,  and 
in  counselling  students  of  the  School  of  Nursing. 

The  chaplains  participate  fully  in  the  educational 
and  research  programs  of  the  hospital  through  their 
field  training  program  with  seminary  students  and 
Bible  classes  for  day  hospital  psychiatric  patients. 


SPIRITUAL  COUNSELING  is  the  big- 
gest part  of  the  Chaplains'  job.  Last 
year  they  made  initial  contacts  with 
3,963  patients.  Chaplain  Wagner  of- 
ten talks  with  patients  informally  in 
the  hallways.

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Students  Over-30  Challenge  Nursing  Career

The  popular  image  of  the 
typical  nursing  student  being  a 
young  unmarried  girl  fresh  out 
of  high  school  is  beginning  to 
change.  Nursing  schools  are  find- 
ing that  increasing  numbers  of 
married  women  over  30  are  real- 
izing that  the  profession  has 
much  to  offer  and  that  it  is  not 
too  late  to  learn. 

The  first  married  student  en- 
tered the  Presbyterian-St.  T.uke’s 
Hospital  School  of  Nursing  in 
1956.  Since  that  time,  married 
students  over  30  have  become  a 
regular  part  of  each  year’s  class. 

The  School  of  Nursing  cur- 
rently has  seven  students  in  the 
over  30  age  group  enrolled  in  its 
program.  All  but  one  of  these 
are  married. 

Training  for  a nursing  career 
is  not  easy  for  any  girl,  but  the 
woman  who  is  married  and  over 
30  brings  additional  problems 
with  her  which  could  make  the 
job  all  the  harder. 

The  married  woman  finds  that 
her  studies  often  make  strong 
demands  on  her  home  life.  Chil- 
dren must  learn  to  do  things  for 
themselves.  Less  time  can  be 
spent  with  her  husband.  Recrea- 
tion time  is  cut  to  a minimum. 

Freshman  student  Mrs.  Kath- 
leen Zalatoris  has  three  daugh- 
ters age  six,  ten,  and  1 2.  She 
explains: 

I have  the  normal  anxieties 
about  leaving  the  children  on 
their  own  so  much  of  the  time. 
It  will  pay  off,  however,  when 
I am  able  to  earn  money  for  their 


education.  The  children  don’t 
seem  to  mind  the  extra  work  they 
are  expected  to  do  because  they 
would  hate  to  explain  to  their 
friends  that  their  mother  is  a 
.school  drop-out.” 

Mrs.  Zalatoris  also  finds  that 
her  food  budget  is  showing  addi- 
tional strain  because  she  is  re- 
quired to  buy  more  of  the  ex- 
pensive prepared  and  frozen 
foods  to  allow  additional  time 
for  study. 

The  student  over  30  finds  that 
she  has  to  learn  to  study  all  over 
again  after  not  having  been  to 
school  in  10  to  15  years. 

"After  being  out  of  school  for 
so  long,”  says  Miss  Pat  Coughlin, 
the  only  unmarried  student  of 


the  group,  "I  have  found  that 
the  hardest  thing  to  do  is  to  study 
facts.  I am  used  to  learning  gen- 
eral concepts  instead  of  specifics. 
It  is  taking  all  of  my  effort  to 
adjust  my  habits  to  both  methods 
of  learning.” 

Getting  along  with  the  younger 
generation  seems  to  be  the  least 
of  the  problems  of  the  students 
over  30. 

Nurse  intern  Jacquelyn  Rank- 
in, mother  of  five,  confesses,  "I 
was  worried  at  first  how  I would 
fit  in  with  the  younger  girls.  But 
we  get  along  very  well.  They  kid 
me  and  often  call  me  Granny  or 
Old  Lady,  but  its  all  in  fun.  They 
seem  to  respect  my  judgment 
and  often  ask  my  opinion  on 
things  that  I don’t  know  any- 
more about  than  they  do.” 

Second  year  student  Mrs.  Peggy 
Rinehart  explains,  "We  take  the 
same  classes  and  work  together 
on  the  same  projects.  So  we  have 
a lot  more  in  common  than  you 
might  expect.  I’ve  had  several  of 
the  girls  to  my  house  for  dinner 
and  have  found  them  to  be  ex- 
tremely bright  and  serious- 
minded.  We  have  no  problem 
getting  along  socially.  Those  girls 
give  me  great  hope  for  the 
younger  generation.” 

A woman  who  is  married  or 
over  30  may  have  more  prob- 
lems than  the  younger  students, 
but  there  is  no  reason  why  they 
cannot  be  as  good  a nurse. 

"I  feel  that  I personally  will  be 
a better  nurse  now  that  I am 
older,”  says  Mrs.  Rankin,  who 
never  completed  a nursing  course 
begun  shortly  after  high  school. 
"I  have  had  the  experience  of 
life  and  have  learned  to  under- 
stand people  and  how  my  actions 
will  affect  their  attitudes  and 
feelings.

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Unguarded  Poisons 
Can  Be  Child’s  Play 

It  was  7:30  Saturday  morning.  Mrs.  Jackson  was  glad 
that  the  weekend  had  arrived  and  that  she  didn’t  have  to

be  Up  early  fixing  her  hus- 
band’s breakfast. 

In  the  next  room,  three  year 
old  Jimmy  had  become  restless 
and  hungry.  Mrs.  Jackson  could 
hear  him  climbing  out  of  bed 
and  playing  with  his  toys,  but 
she  thought  she  would  rest  just 
a little  longer  as  long  as  he  didn’t 
get  into  any  trouble. 

Jimmy  was  beginning  to  get 
hungry.  He  wished  Mommy 
would  start  fixing  his  breakfast. 
While  he  was  waiting,  he  de- 
cided to  eat  some  of  the  orange- 
tasting candy  Mommy  had  given 
him  for  his  cold  before  he  went 
to  sleep.  The  bottle  was  sitting 
on  the  table  beside  his  bed.  He 
twisted  open  the  cap,  popped  a 
handfull  of  candy  into  his  mouth, 
and  continued  playing.  From 
time  to  time  he’d  take  a few  more 
orange  candies  until  the  bottle 
was  empty. 


gan  feeling  sick.  He  was  getting 
dizzy  and  he  felt  as  if  he  was 
going  to  vomit.  He  went  to  his 
mother’s  room  and  woke  her. 
Mrs.  Jackson  discovered  that 
Jimmy  had  eaten  about  30  tablets 
of  children’s  aspirin. 

Frightened  and  anxious,  Mrs. 
Jackson  ran  to  the  phone  and 
dialed  the  operator  for  help. 
Nervously  she  blurted  out  "My 
child  has  been  poisoned.” 

The  operator  told  her  to  re- 
main calm  and  that  she  would 
connect  her  with  Chicago’s  Mas- 
ter Poison  Control  Information 
Center. 

In  the  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s 
Hospital  pharmacy,  the  telephone 
rang.  The  pharmacist  listened  as 
the  nervous  mother  told  him  a 
tale  that  had  almost  become  com- 
monplace. He  attempted  to  calm 
the  woman  down.  Then  told  her 
to  give  the  child  a large  glass  of 
milk  and  try  to  induce  vomiting. 


He  also  suggested  that  the  child 
be  taken  immediately  to  the 
nearest  hospital. 

This  is  just  one  of  5,000  ac- 
cidental poisonings  reported  in 
the  last  year  by  the  Chicago 
Board  of  Health.  Each  year  in 


the  United  States,  500  children 
under  school  age  die  from  such 
poisonings  in  their  own  home. 

Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Hospi- 
tal serves  as  headquarters  for  Chi- 
cago’s Poison  Control  Centers 
and  it  is  the  city’s  master  infor- 
mation center.  Under  the  direc- 
tion of  Louis  Gdalman,  director 
of  pharmacy  and  central  services, 
the  center  is  open  on  a 24  hour 
a day — seven  day  a week  basis. 

The  center  contains  informa- 
tion on  more  than  10,000  poison- 
ous substances  and  their  anti- 
dotes. It  is  equipped  to  serve  both 
the  public  and  members  of  the 
medical  profession. 

Through  a streamlined  micro- 
film system,  the  center  supplies 
the  medical  profession  with  in- 
formation concerning  toxic  in- 
gredients contained  in  commer- 
cial producrs,  the  degree  of  tox- 
icity, and  the  suggested  antidote. 
This  type  of  information  is  never 
released  to  the  general  public. 

Mr.  Gdalman  explains,  "We 
must  always  be  careful  in  our 
directions  to  the  general  public. 
We  restrict  our  information  to 
first  aid  care  and  tell  them  to  call 
their  doctor  or  go  immediately 
to  their  nearest  hospital.” 

First  aid  in  the  case  of  swal- 
lowed poison  usually  consists  of 
giving  the  victim  milk  or  water 
to  delay  the  poison’s  absorption 
by  the  blood  stream  and  induc- 
ing vomiting  to  get  rid  of  the 
poison. 

Vomiting  should  be  avoided, 
however,  when  the  poisonous 
substance  is  a volatile  liquid 
(gasolene,  kerosene)  or  a cor- 
rosive substance  ( acid,  alkali ) . 
In  these  instances  additional 
damage  may  be  caused  to  the  in- 
testinal organs  by  vomiting. 

Center  director  Gdalman  says 


that  75  per  cent  of  all  phone 
calls  received  in  the  center  con- 
cern accidental  poisonings  in 
children. 

Medicines  are  the  leading 
cause  of  poisoning  in  children. 
Approximately  20  percent  of 
these  poisonings  are  attributed 
to  aspirin.  Authorities  agree  that 
parents  make  a mistake  by  telling 
their  children  that  medicines  are 
candy. 

Other  leading  causes  of  poison- 
ing in  the  home  are  household 
chemicals  (soaps  and  detergents, 
ammonia,  furniture  polish),  gar- 
den chemicals  (insecticides,  weed 
killers,  fertilizers),  home  work- 
shop items  (paints,  turpentine, 
varnishes)  and  bathroom  articles 
( hair  solutions,  nail  polish,  baby 
oil,  cosmetics). 

The  American  Medical  Asso- 
ciation suggests  a number  of 
steps  which  can  be  taken  to  pre- 
vent accidental  poisonings; 

1.  Keep  all  medicines  in  a 
locked  cabinet.  Never  tell  chil- 
dren that  medicine  is  candy. 

2.  Keep  all  household  chemi- 
cals and  cleansing  agents  out  of 
reach  of  children. 

3.  Never  srore  non-edible  sub- 
stances on  the  same  shelf  as  food. 

4.  Label  all  containers  of  poi- 
sonous substances.  Never  re-use 
containers  which  held  chemicals 
or  poisons. 

5.  Never  take  medicines  in  the 
dark. 

When  poisonings  occur,  it  is 
important  that  the  victim  be 
given  the  recommended  first  aid 
treatment  immediately  and  be 
taken  to  the  nearest  physician  or 
hospital.  For  further  information, 
call  the  Master  Poison  Control 
Information  Center  at  Presby- 
terian-St. Luke’s  Hospital.

POISON CONTROL  FIRST  AID  GUIDE 


TYPE  OF  POISON 

IMMEDIATE  TREATMENT* 

SWALLOWED  POISONS 

Corrosive  Poisons  and  Volatile 
Liquids 

Do  not  induce  vomiting 

Acids  (toilet  bowl  cleaners,  rust 
removers,  iodine) 

If  the  victim  can  swallow,  give 
one  tablespoon  to  1 cup  of  milk, 
water,  or  milk  of  magnesia. 

Alkalis  (drain  cleaners,  lye, 
washing  soda,  household 
bleach) 

Milk,  water,  fruit  juice,  vinegar. 
One  to  two  cups  for  victims  under 
five  years  old. 

Up  to  a quart  for  victims  over  five. 

Non-corrosive  poisons 

Give  milk  or  water. 

Induce  vomiting  if  victim  is  con- 
scious. Method  to  be  used:  place 
finger  or  spoon  at  rear  of  throat 
inside  mouth;  or  two  tablespoons 
of  salt  in  glass  of  warm  water. 

As  vomiting  begins,  place  victims 
head  lower  than  his  hips  to  avoid 
lung  congestion. 

INHALED  POISONS 

Gas,  smoke,  carbon  dioxide,  etc. 

Carry  victim  into  the  fresh  air. 
Loosen  all  tight  clothing.  Apply 
artificial  respiration  when  breath- 
ing is  irregular  or  has  stopped. 
Prevent  chilling.  Keep  victim 
quiet.  Do  not  give  alcohol  in  any 
form.  If  victim  is  convulsing, 
keep  in  bed  in  semi-dark  room. 

INJECTED  POISONS 

Snake  or  scorpion  bites 

Make  patient  lie  down.  Apply 
tourniquet  to  arm  or  leg  between 
bite  and  heart.  Loosen  for  one 
minute  in  every  15  minutes.  Ap- 
ply ice  pack  to  bite.  Carry  patient 
to  physician  or  hospital.  Do  not 
let  him  walk.  If  neither  hospital 
or  physician  are  readily  available, 
cut  wound  and  suction  out 
venom. 

*ln  all  cases  of  poisoning  or  suspected  poisoning,  sician.  Take  unused  portion  of  poisonous  sub-
